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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To ScHooL CoMMITTEE, TOWN oF RUMNEY: ) 

I herewith submit my second annual report. In 
accordance with a request of the board, it is intended to 
cover the time corresponding to the fiscal year, but some 
data in the tables are necessarily for the school year ending 
in June. 

My efforts have been confined almost wholly to class 
room studies and management. The schools as graded last 
year have continued work on this eight-grade basis according 
~ to a uniform plan of study for the town. But an eight-grade 
course for rural schools is unwise where there are more than 
four grades for one teacher, and I hope next term to be able 
to readjust some of the schools, placing them on a four-grade 
basis. This arrangement will cause no confusion or change 
in class work and will provide for a lessening of the number 
of recitations per day, thereby giving more time for each, and 
giving greater opportunities for pupils over 14 who have 
nearly finished the usual elementary studies. Promotions 
should be only after examination by superintendent or 
board and may be at any time during the year when the class 
is ready and can show sufficient proficiency in the required 
work. 

Regarding the studies, nothing experimental has been 
attempted. We leave that for larger places and older men 
in supervision. Every general idea I have caused to be 
used in the school room has been tried and proved good for 
fifteen years in some of the best schools in the country. We 
do not aim to make phenomenal scholars out of the pupils, 
but do aim to give them as solid a foundation as possible in 
the school subjects that have been in the school room for 
generations, with the addition of subjects demanded by the 
times and the knowledge of which will certainly not be a 
detriment to the children. , It has been difficult to get 
pupils out of the idea that progress is not measured by pages 
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in the text but by what they can actually do. Consequently 
much work outside ‘of the texts has been done and more is 
planned for next term. I have given many tests, directing 
much work by the results shown by these, and have begun 
a systematic arrangement for such tests, sending to teachers 
returns arranged according to standing. These will prove 
a benefit to all concerned by giving pupils a chance to do 
work out of the ordinary, provide teachers with information 
impossible to get otherwise, and furnish data for reference in 
comparing progress. The work of all schools is inspected 
during visits and by regular reports, and the general record 
of each pupil, with other data regarding schools, is kept on 
file. Thus a beginning has been made along lines mentioned 
in my report last year. Many classes are not up to the 
requirements of the course but are approaching the desired 
standard. Brains cannot be shifted around at will to con- 
form to any system. The system must be a means to an 
end and not the end itself. The work in detail should be 
seen in the school room as space here will not permit any 
further discussion of this phase of the school system. 

Equipment. Aside from the regular supplies, some 
improvement is to be seen in equipment. Where one text 
in Reading has been provided for each. class, we now have 
three for some grades, and this should be extended so that 
next year all grades may be able to work withat least three 
Readers. New texts in History have largely replaced the 
tattered books long in use. This new series should be 
uniformly supplied throughout the town. A few of a 
different kind were supplied at the depot to prepare for the 
advanced, and these should be added to the libraries of the 
different schools next year. Maps are one great need. 
Each school should have at least a map of the world and one 
of North America showing the United States. 

The buildings at Mont View and Quincy are in good 
condition, but at East Rumney much should be done. 
Regarding all, I shall report in detail to the board. 
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The loss of the building at the Depot makes the school 
greatly handicapped by the inferior temporary quarters. 
I strongly recommend to the district that, if necessary, a 
committee be appointed to look up the conditions at towns 
where a central graded school is in good operation and 
consider the same arrangement for Rumney, by providing 
a modern, three-room building to accommodate the pupils 
at the Depot and Village, thus making a system more sanitary, 
hygienic, and conducive to better school work, and that will 
be, to the whole town, far more of a credit than keeping the 
antiquated structure now in use at the Village and building 
a one-room house at the Depot, which would necessitate a 
continuance of the crowded condition there. Thirty-seven 
pupils have been in this school at once this year, ranging 
in age from 5 to 16 and representing all grades in studies. 
With a maximum membership of 20 and 30 for the year at the 
Village schools, the work is necessarily more advanced than 
at the Depot, and, in a central school system, as mentioned, 
a greater and more just equalization of school privileges 
must result in greater efficiency in the class-room in this 
part of the town. 

I recommend all buildings to be looked after more 
closely by one appointed for that purpose as janitor; rooms 
thoroughly cleaned when needed; out-houses cleaned, 
repaired, painted and provided with locks; grounds graded 
and adorned; pictures for the desolate walls; special stoves 
for heating and ventilation, at least one each year for one- 
room buildings until all are supplied; provision for medical 
inspection and a six-year age limit for admission (the average 
for the State is 6 years, 4 months). I hope to do something 
in the way of making grounds more attractive and would 
appreciate any aid from outside of school department. 
Owing to a tendency of teachers to secure positions nearer the 
centers of population, we must make our equipment and 
system as attractive as possible in order to secure and keep 
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the most desirable teachers and to compete with other com- 
munities. 

Attendance. A glance at the laws enacted at the last 
session of the General Court will show that every day a pupil 
is absent means a direct financial loss to the town, to say 
nothing of the loss to the pupil and consequent tendency to 
hold the class while he is getting the benefit of a delayed 
explanation. Parents may well help us in this respect. The 
home influence is a great factor in the attendance as well as 
in the general success of any school system. <A _ certain 
amount of discord and lack of co-operation is largely respon- 
sible for the poor showing in our attendance records. The 
mission of the public school is great at this time, after the 
decadence of the past forty years, and the tide has turned 
during the past ten years since the State has taken more 
active interest in school matters. The per cent of illiteracy 
among the voting men has been checked and an improvement 
is looked for in the next census. 

The educational interests have been enhanced by the 
efficient co-operation of the teachers. Steady progress 
towards more efficient schools is possible only with such ° 
co-operation on the part of all interested in school affairs.

SCHOOL REPORT. 


In. presenting our annual report, much of the actual 
work must be left for the Superintendent of Schools to 
describe. The board being divided in opinion as to the 
merits of the present system, no comment on the subject 
would be of any value. We believe, however, that district 
supervision has had a fair trial, the superintendent having 
had entire charge of our schools and all his requests as to 
the purchase of books, supplies and printing having been 
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complied with, to very nearly the extent of our appropriation 
for that purpose. It is for the public to determine the result. 
We have maintained the usual six schools of thirty-two weeks 
each, with a spring term of ten weeks, for the accommoda- 
tion of three pupils at Stinson Lake. The success of this 
experiment was not such as to warrant its continuance and 
for the rest of the year these three, with others on the road, 
were conveyed to the village. Repairs for the year include 
new outer doors at the village and shingles for Mont View, 
beside the usual minor repairs. The district had a severe 
loss in the burning of the Depot school house on January 11. 
Although an old building, it had been remodeled and made 
one of the most pleasant school rooms in town. A modern 
building, conveniently located and capable of caring for the 
pupils of both the Village and the Depot, would do much 
for good schools. The per cent of attendance for the year 
has been the lowest for some time, due partly to sickness, 
especially at Quincy, where almost every pupil had chicken 
pox during the fall term. We have given out six annual 
and eighty-two term badges. In compliance with the new 
law, the board would make the following recommendations 
as to appropriations for the coming year. For high school 
tuition, $400; for text books and supplies, $300; for mainte- 
nance of flags, $15. The retirmg member desires to say 
that his relations with his fellow members, and the towns- 
people in general, have been most pleasant, and he trusts the 
same may be true of his successor.
